THE SHROUD 
INDUSTRY. 


Euonnous Proportions to AVliioh It nn* 


Grown "\Vithhi 11 X'civ Your*. 


In tho past five years, says tho Philaflol- 


phia TIIIIM, the shroucl industry In this city 
has grown to enormous proportions, and 
this dress ot the dcuil, while it has become 
unpopular with some, has grown steadily In 
favor with others. Tho reason for the great 


icreasc in the business is on account of the 


steady growth or tho population, and be- 
cause tho bigger tho population the bigger 
tho death rate. 


It used to he that shrouds were mado al- 


most entirely by layers-oat ol the dead and 
poor women, who mado a rcgnlav business 
of it and worked early and late, according 
to tho number of orders they had. Shrdufls 
wcro then made at short notice, bocauso 
alter tho person died there wasn't nrjch 
timo to design and inalio tho shroud, and 
women worked all night to Sill their orders. 
Nowadays there aro very row professional 
shroud-mal;ers in this city. These Tow aro 
mostly woman, who work regularly for soflao 
particular undertaker, but they don't make 
much. A shroud-maker said that s'ao used 
to havo a nico income irom her business, 
but that tho big undertakers' supply stores 
had ruined the business lor tho saroud- 
makcrs about town, because they can make 
tho shrouds for o. great deal less money. 
Tho woman was stitching away at a shroud 
at tho time. "This is lor an old Quaker 
lady," sho said, "who died yesterday. I 
must finish it beCore I KO to sloop. "What 
business I get now is almost entirely lor 
dressing old persons, principally women. It 
used to be that nearly every body tvas burled 
in shrouds, and that isn't more than half a 
dozen years ago." 


A prominent undertaker, who has what is 


known in tho business as a " tony trade," 
said: "I don't suppose 1 havo used moro 
than, half a dozen shrouds a year. With my 
class ol trado tho custom is dying out. Tho 
people I bury are nearly all cared for in 
their sickness by professional nurses, who 
2iavo become as thick as hops in this city. 
Nearly every physician has a list ol a dozen 
men or women ho can recommend. IVell, 
tho proressional nurses in tho past flve 
years have got to preparing the dead for 
burial, and they can dross a corpse just as 
well as they can a live person. !My custom- 
ers prefer to have their relatives buried la 
cither tlio clothes they woro in life 'or a 
similar suit. A great many pcoplo I bury 
now are- buried in their dress suits that 
they havo worn nt weddings, receptions,, 
Balls or banquets. It takes two persons to 
dress n. body, but it is done easily nowadays. 
Five or six years ago it was looked upon 03 
almost an impossibility, and up to that tiino 
nearly ovevy body was buried in shrouds. 
For Ely part, I lil;o to see a person prep'Srcd 
for the grave to lool; as natural us they did 
in life, and they cerlainlj- don't look lik'o 
themselves if they arc attired in a shroud." 


Tho bijjgcst undertakers'supply store in 


tho country is in Ibis city, whoro tucro aro 
500 styles of shrouds to choose from, rang- 
ing iu prices from ?17j down to S10. Enca 
sample shroud is marked with a tag show- 
ing tho price and is numbered. In a big 
book each number is accompanied by a 
detailed description of tbo qualtiyol the 
materials used antl the style. Most of Uieso 
sample shrouds aro duplicated in stock, so 
that an undertaker can take his customer 
to tho supply stoi'o and pick out tho stylo 
and tako it right off. If tho sample isn't in 
stock tho supply stove can make it up In a 
jiffy, for they employ a largo number- of 
persons to make thorn. Tho shroud-makers 
aro very happy, and sing and joko and 
laugh over theil- work as much as it they 
wcro trimming bonnets. There nro nhroud 
designers] in tho factory whoso brains aro 
busy all tho timo thinking out new styles. 
There aro moro styles of dress for tho 
dead than there are for tho living. This big 
supply store sends out hundreds ol shroiifls. 
every week. They nro shipped all over tho 
country and aro ordered from plato engrav- 
ings showing tho style and tho pricO, with 
anjappcndcd description ol tho material. 
Somo ol tho undertakers keep shrouds in 
stock, but most ol them buy thoci as they 
aro ordered.
